European waters and imports from the Soviet Union. 


A NATO spokesman said the next NATO council meeting, scheduled for January 27 
to February 3, will again discuss Poland.

"XINHUA' NOTES SOVIET BOOKLET ON USSR, U.S. MIGHT

[Text] Beijing, January 19 (XINHUA)--A booklet published recently by the Soviet 
Union's Defense Ministry has renewed Soviet-U.S. arguments on which country 
is to blame for the nuclear arms race between the superpowers. 


The booklet, "Whence the Threat to Peace," is a Soviet attempt to convince 
readers that the United States has broken a military balance. 


Published in six languages, the booklet was written, as its preface admits, to 
answer a U.S. defense department report issued in September. The U.S. report, 
"Soviet Military Power," depicted Soviet military expansion with statistics 

and charts. The U.S. report concluded that the Soviet Union represents a military 
challenge to the West. 


Soviet military experts in their booklet do not deny Soviet superiority in army 
forces. But the report stresses that because of its warships, aircraft carriers 
in particular, and combat planes, U.S. Naval forces are far more advanced than 
che Soviet Union’s, the Soviet authors claimed in the booklet. 


The booklet states that an equilibrium exists between the United States and the 
Soviet Union and between the North Atlantic Treaty Organization and the Warsaw 
Pact in their strategic nuclear forces, theatre nuclear weapons and conventional 
military capabilities. 


The booklet concludes that the United States and not the Soviet Union is breaking 
the equilibrium and is striving for superiority, thus threatening world peace. 


The publication of the Soviet booklet brought prompt reaction from a U.S. State 
Department spokesman Monday. The spokesman said Soviet experts distorted 

U.S. defense policies and foreign affairs. The spokesman pointed out that the 
oviet Union has outpaced the United States in development and modernization of 
nuclear forces while maintaining long-standing advantages in conventional forces. 


The Soviet booklet came out at a time when both the Soviet Union and the United 
States are increasing military expansion and meeting in new rounds of nuclear 
arms negotiations. The Geneva nuclear talks have resumed, the Vienna troops 
reduction discussions are drawing near and strategic nuclear arms talks might 
also start afresh. At such a time, both Moscow and Washington are trying to 
justify their arms build-ups while placing the blame for the military race at the 
door of the other.

The book, entitled "The Global Politics of Arms Sales," holds that arms sales 
have become a key instrument of diplomacy--in many cases the principal one-- 
for the major powers in dealing with the Third World. 


According to Andrew J. Pierre, author of the book, arms transfers worldwide 
more than doubled during the 1970s, from 9 billion dollars in 19/70 to over 
20 billion in 1980 (in constant dollars).

United States has been the largest arms supplier with sales rising from 
1.1 billion dollars in 1970 to over 16 billion, the book points out. 


The Soviet Union, it continues, has long been the second largest supplier. Its 
military deliveries to the Third World ranged between 2 billion dollars and 
3.8 billion for most of the year's between 1970 and 1978. It has begun to 
overtake the United States by some measurements. In Africa, it has become 

the largest supplier of arms.

On the dangers of competitive arms transfers to the Third World, the author 
points out that the Soviet Union has greatly expanded its capability to ship 
arms to volatile areas of the world and shows no reluctance to use them to 
support its political aims, while the United States has found it difficult to 
turn down requests from nations it seeks to maintain good relations with even 
though the requests may be excessive.

HAIG, GROMYKO TO MEET IN GENEVA

[Text] Washington, January 21 (XINHUA)--U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
will meet with Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko in Geneva on January 26 to discuss 
a "full range of issues in U.S.-Soviet relations,'’ the State Department announced 
today. 


The "primary focus will be on Poland and its impacts on East-West relations 
in general,'’ deputy department spokesman Alan Romberg told reporters. 


Haig had talks with Gromyko for the first time in New York last September and 
the meeting next week will "continue the exchange of views" begun that time, 
he said. 


This schedule is "in accordance with our wishes" and is “agreed between the two 
sides,'’ Romberg said. "We are confident that in the current climate, we can 
accomplish our objectives in one day." 


Haig will move on to the Middle East following his talks with Gromyko. 


A senior administration official said last November that Haig's meeting with Gromyko 
would discuss the time and place of a commer-ement of strategic arms talks. But 

the spokesman declined today to address this issue beyond saying "arms control 
issues may well come up.” 


Commenting on Soviet Premier Tikhonov's call yesterday for a "constructive 
dialogue" with the United States, the U.S. State Department spokesman said this 
administration "has sought from the beginning a broad, productive dialogue with 
the Soviet Union and a constructive long-term U.S.-Soviet relationship." 


Such a relationship "must be based on restraint and reciprocity," he said. "Un- 
fortunately, to date Soviet international actions have not demonstrated the 
restraint which provides the only possible basis for constructive East-West 
relations." 


"We look forward to ascertaining at the comiug meeting in Geneva and in Soviet 


actions whether Mr. Tikhonov's public rhetoric will indeed be translated into 
concrete terms," he said.

U.S. PAPER CRITICIZES U.S. ARMS SALE TO TAIWAN

[Text] Washington, January 23 (XINHUA)--The problem of arms sales to Taiwan, 
if not resolved properly and quickly, "could lead to the end of a Peking 
policy that has been extremely favorable to American interests." 


This warning was contained in yesterday's BOSTON GLOBE editorial which criticized 
the Reagan administration for its decision to sell arms to Taiwan. 


"Recent White House decisions to sell Taiwan 97 million dollars worth of military 
spare parts and an unlimited supply of Northrop's F-5E jet fighters could not 
have come at a worse time, the editorial said. 


The editorial pointed out, "It has never been more obvious that American diplomacy 
needs Chinese cooperation and therefore Washington needs a clear and consistent 
China policy. The absence of such a policy has caused the current contretemps 
with Peking." 


"In the past few months, Peking has lost patience with President Reagan " the 
editorial said. "Although the Chinese leadership was startled and worr:. d by 
candidate Reagan's campaign promise to upgrade relations with Taiwan, th. ughout 
most of 1981 China made an effort to maintain equanimity in its approach to the 
Reagan team, assuming and hoping that the new American administration would 
continue to honor the terms of the 1979 normalization agreement signed by 

Jimmy Carter." 


"Once the arms sales to Taiwan were announced, China, in its public pronouncements, 
condemned them as violations of the 1979 normalization agreement, warning that 

they could lead to a breakdown in U.S.-China relations unless the issue were 
resolved through negotiations." 


The editorial went on to say that the Chinese want the president to offer a clear 
indication that he understands and respects the principle of Chinese sovereignty 
in regard to Taiwan, a principle otiginally recognized in the 1979 normalization 


agreement. 











The Chinese are asking Reagan to reaffirm the sovereignty principle out of a 
suspicion that "the past declarations and current actions betoken 2 covert 
intention to pursue an effective two-China policy." 


They "would also like to negotiate an eventual deadline beyond which America 
would cease to sell weapons to Taiwan." 


A coherent foreign policy demands that the Reagan administration mend the torn 
fabric of U.S.-China relations as soon as possible,” the editorial stressed.

JAPANESE PRIME MINISTER SENDS REAGAN MESSAGE VIA MINISTER

[Text] Washington, January 18 (XINHUA)--Japanese Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki, 
in a message to U.S. President Ronald Reagan, promised Japan's "readiness" to 
deal with the Polish problem and a willingness to resolve the trade problems 
existing between the two countries. 


The message was conveyed to the president by the visiting Japanese Trade and 
Industry Minister Shintaro Abe during their meeting here today. They discussed 
trade and economic issues and other matters of mutual interest. 


The message from the Japanese Prime Minister held the Soviet Union responsible 
for the situation in Poland and pledged readiness to deal with the Polish 
problem "with sincerity," along with the United States and West European 
countries. 


With regard to U.S.-Japan economic friction, the message pointed out that trade 
problems between the two countries is the most important political problem facing 
the Japanese Government and Japan wants to settle the problem as soon as possible 
and to have no protectionism. 


Turning to the defense problem, the message pledged that Japan will continue its 
"voluntary effort" and that Japan is paying "special attention" to this problem. 


During the meeting with the U.S. President, Minister Abe told Reagan that the 
Japanese Government is trying to make a decision on non-tariff barriers "in the 
direction of improvement" by the end of this month. 


Reagan, while "highly evaluating" Japan's attitude, expressed the hope that Japan 
would solve the problems one by one and indicated great expectations on Japan's 
future effort. 


The Japanese minister came to this capital from Miami where he participated in 


trade discussions with the United States, Canada and the European Common Market 
on ways to check growing protectionism in the world.

The jcint commission is a standing body established in 1979 for government and 
episcc pate representatives to exchange ideas on domestic matters. 


Relations between the government and the church are considered by observers to 
be an important factor for developments in the country. Observers here also 
note that special envoys of both Pope John Paul II and the government have 
exchanged messages on behalf of the Pope and Polish Premier General Wojciech 
Jaruzelski. 


At a news conference here, Vice Premier Ozdowski said that both government 
authorities and the church "are ;.aying a positive role for the country's return 
to normalization."

[Text] Warsaw, January 22 (XINHUA)--The Polish Government Presidium today 
endorsed in general terms the plans of the economic commission of the Council 
of Ministers for food and fuel price increases and for compensatory subsidies 
to be paid to workers and employees. 


A Polish News Agency (PAP) report said that the Presidium instructed the 
commercial establishments to purchase goods from producers in good time and to 
lower the prices for commodities of inferior quality on a more extensive scale. 


It took note of the sharp increase in the number of offenses of an economic nature 
and called for harsher measures against hoarding and speculation. 


The Presidium also approved a draft resolution on an austerity program for 1982 
submitted by the Council of Ministers. The program provides for retrenchment 
in administrative expenditure and a reduction in administrative personnel. 


On the same day, the Central Committee of the United Workers' Party held a meeting 
of the secretaries of the provincial party committees to discuss the prevailing 
economic situation and problems related to economic reform. 


A Central Committee official in charge of agriculture and food told the meeting 
that it was most important to stop the persistent decline in agricultural 
production, livestock raising in particular. The head of cattle purchased by the 
state had registered a remarkable increase recently, he said. Yet it was still 
20 percent lower than the same period last year. 


"Grains harvested in 1981 were two million tons more than the previous year. 
Yet, the state purcinase of grains was the lowest in 20 years," he said.

ZIAUL HAQ URGES USSR WITHDRAWAL FROM AFGHANISTAN

[Text] Rome, January 19 (XINHUA)--The Soviet Union must withdraw from Afghanistan 
and create a prerequisite for the Afghan refugees now living in Pakistan to return 
to their homeland, said Pakistan President Ziaul Haq in an interview with Italian 
television here this evening. 


He said a major change has taken place in the geopolitical area Pakistan belongs 
to. A non-aligned, neutral and Islamic country which used to play the historical 
role of buffer state has been subjected to virtual occupation by Soviet troops 
and consequently a regime has been created by force of arms. This has caused 
discomfiture to a neighboring country like Pakistan, for people have seen in the 
twentieth century how strength is ostensibly taken to be a right. 


In these circumstances, Pakistan has adopted a clearcut stand. It has not been 
cowed, nor has it yielded to anyone, the president said. 


It has adopted an attitude true to its principles: through such international 

Organizations as the Islamic conference, the non-aligned movement and the United 
Nations, it has told the Soviets that they must withdraw from Afghanistan. This 
will provide a prerequisite for the Afghan refugees’ return to their motherland. 


He concluded by stressing that Afghanistan must retain its non-aligned and Islamic 
status. The Afghan people should be allowed to exercise their right to choose 

and elect a government that is hoped for. Nobody should bring outside pressure 

to bear on a foreign country, however small it may be, against the wishes of its 
people. 


The Pakistan President arrived in Rome on January 17. He made a speech at a

(Text] Belgrade, January 21 (XINHUA correspondent Ding Xiangqi)--Yugoslavia's 
attempts to stabilize its economy in 1981 produced a 10 percent decrease in 
capital construction investment, a 4.2 percent increase in exports and a sharp 
drop in its international balance of payments deficit. 


In recent years, Yugoslavia has been confronted with inflation and a sharp 
increase in foreign debt, resulted in higher investments for capital construc- 
tion and higher consumption of goods. The country's foreign debt stood at 
less than 2 billion U.S. dollars in 1970, but it reached about 20.4 billion 
dollars, including short-term debts, by the end of 1981. 


Yugoslavia began a new economic policy in 1980 to stabilize its economy by giving 
priority to halt inflation and decrease its balance of payments deficit. 


The country's capital construction investment was cut 5 percent in 1980 and 

10 percent in 1981. It reportedly will be cut 6 percent this year. The balance 
of payments deficit was reduced from 3.7 billion dollars in 1979 to 2.3 billion 
dollars in 1980. 


While final figures for the 1981 balance of payments deficit were not available 
it is expected to be significantly lower than the planned 1.8 billion dollars. 


Yugoslavia faces a difficult task to stabilize its economy with an inflation rate 


of about 40 percent. In addition, retail prices increased 39.3 percent in 1981 
while real income decreased 4.7 percent.

"HARSH REALITY' SEEN IN PAKISTANI REFUGEE CAMPS

[Text] Beijing, January 8 (XINHUA)--"Harsh Reality, Indignant Denunciation" 
is the title of an article on a visit to Afghan refugee camps in Pakistan 
written by XINHUA reporters Miao Hailing, Chen Yifei, and Niu Zhengwu and 
carried in this year's first issue of the Chinese magazine "OBSERVATION 
POSTS [LLAOWANG]. 


The article says that the outrageous Soviet invasion of the sovereign and non- 
aligned state of Afghanistan beginning on December 27, 1979 has brought ruin to 
innumerable Afghan families forcing people to flee abroad. The greatest number 
of Afghan refugees have come to and been taken care of by Pakistan. "We 
witnessed the terrible plight of the refugees and heard their indignant 
denunciation of the Soviet aggressors," it adds. However, the article says, 

"A dispatch by PRAVDA special correspondent from Kabul entitled ‘The Myth of 
Afghan Refugees' flatly denied the existence of large numbers of destitute 
Afghan refugees wandering far away from their homeland because of the Soviet 
invasion. The dispatch even said that Afghans left their homes because they 
were used to nomadic life and that the refugee issue was artificially and 
maliciously fabricated." But the Afghan refugee issue is an "irrefutable 
fact,'’ the XINHUA reporters’ article says. 


On their way to the North West Frontier Province (NWFP) adjoining Afghanistan, 
the reporters saw countless Afghan refugee tents scattered on hillsides and 
roadsides. Few refugees had domestic animals with them and they lived in groups 
amidst Pakistani villages and farmlands. There was no pastureland. 


The XINHUA reporters interviewed in Peshawar Mohammed Abdullah Khan, commissioner 
for the Afghan refugees in NWFP, on November 21. The commissioner told XINHUA 
that since the Soviet occupation of Afghanistan, the number of refugees fleeing 
to Pakistan had risen to an average of 70,000 to 80,000 a month, most of them 
women and children. There were 212 refugee camps in this province now, with each 
small camp housing five thousand refugees and a tig camp 20,000 to 30,000. 


The Pakistani friend said that as a result of the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, 
over three million Afghans had fled abroad. The number of refugees in Pakistan 
reached 2.5 million, four-fifths of them in NWFP. Abdul said that knowing 

very well the difficulties of Pakistan, the refugees do not want to stay here 
permanently but are eager to return home as early as posstble. The most important 
thing now is to acquaint the world people with the root cause of Afghan emigration 
and force the aggressors to withdraw from Afghanistan, he said.

One might think that the more people the greater the work capability. However, 
in reality this is not so. If one individual's work is divided among several 
people, the pressure that each individual would bear decreases and similarly, their 
e of responsibility toward the task and their efficiency are also lowered. 
The phenomena of shifting responsibility onto others and bickering may occur on the 
job frequently so that the things that should be done are not done in a conscien- 
tious and responsible manner. The often-mentioned saying vividly illustrates this 
ruth: “One monk can carry water with a shoulder pole and buckets, two monks can 
arry the water between them, three monks won't have any water." 

All kinds of contradictions in all spheres will inevitably increase because of 
overstaffing. It is exactly as that writer Parkinson described in his book. 
People “create many contradictions among themselves" and because of this "they make 
work for each other." People cannot help but waste much energy and time in deal- 
ing with and solving these contradictions that could have been avoided all along. 
In this way the effort that should have gone into their work is disrupted and 
counteracted. 


Even more noteworthy is that in some units, due to overstaffing, many cadres 
basically have nothing to do.Every day they go to work, they usually make a cup 

of tea, glance at a reference, chat a while, draw a few circles, now and then 

hold rambling meetings and talk about irrelevant things and then their day is con- 
sidered over. If things continue in this way we may easily cultivate a work sryle 
of loafing, negligence, slackness in studying and tardiness in work. In such an 
environment even if comrades start out with ability and dedication they may be- 
come demoralized and dispirited not to mention what it might do to training the 
young and discovering qualified personnel. If this work style spreads it will 
cause many of our organs and cadres to sink into this kind of mental state. Then 
what hope can there be for our cause! 


The danger of overstaffing is readily seen. Nevertheless, some people have blind 
faith in "many hands." They are accustomed to the practice of everyone pitching in 
and they do not strive for efficiency nor are they willing to establish scientific 
work methods and procedures. They even continue to admire that backward phenomenon 
»f negligence, procrastination and disregard for efficiency as if socialism 


should be that way. This is a distortion and insult to socialism. The establish- 
ment of socialism is a dymamic undertaking full of the creative spirit. Our 
leading organs at all levels and our cadres, in particular leading cadres at all 
levels, should all be very industrious, have a high level of efficiency in work, 
be imbued with an enterprising spirit and be proficient in their professional 
work. In this manner the superiority of the socialist system can be given full 
play. The circumstances, that have given rise to this clique with nothing to

disc for use in electronic computers. The new products were rated as good. The 
plant is now producing similar products in small quantities. Its success in trial- 
producing such products has created conditions for the popularization of medium- 
and small-sized electronic computers in China. Thanks to its efforts in turning 
out new products, this plant has made profits of more than 2 million yuan annually 
for 2 successive years. 


The No 8300 plant recently succeeded in producing civilian radio telephone sets, 
model GBB-801. The set is of high sensitivity and stability. Highly resistant 

to interference, the set has an effective range of more than 100 kilometers when 
used in a flat area. It can be used to transmit and receive radio signals or used 
in closed circuit. It is a fairly advanced radio telephone set for China, particu- 
larly useful for mobile units in the flelds of public security, fire control, com- 
munications, forestry and geological prospecting and in the mining and power in- 
dustries. Public security departments in Tiajin, Wuhan, Nanjing, Dalian and other 
localities have used sample sets with great satisfaction. They unanimously sought 
‘rders for more sets. Recently the fourth ministry of machine building and the 
ministry of public security approved the plant's request to finalize the set design.

Describing all communist regimes as "birds of a feather," Sun said any attempt to 
recruit Red China in fighting Soviet expansionism would be tantamount to 
"resisting the tiger at the front door while letting the wolf in at the back door” 
and would have dire consequences. 


The threat posed by the communist expansionism is global in nature, the premier 
pointed out. Therefore, the non-communist world should stick together. 


Commenting on the developments in Red China, the premier noted that the experiment 
with communism has resulted in economic backwardness, ceaseless political struggles 
and social chaos. 


The recent defections of mainland intellectuals in Europe, Japan and the United 
States indicate that the Chinese people under communist rule have totally 
rejected communism, Sun said.

"RENMIN RIBAO'ON TAIWAN'S 'PRESS CENSORSHIP’

"Press Censorship'”] 


{Text] According to a Taiwan newspaper report: In a year between July 1980 and 
June 1981, the publishing trade in Taipei alone received 453 "punishments" from 
the authorities on charges of "seriously confusing the public in its _ontents," 
“adversely affecting popular feelings and morale" and violating "publication laws.’ 
This included seven periodicals such as YACHOU SHIHCHI [ASIAN CENTURY], NUANLIU 
(WARM CURRENT], CHIFENG [GALE], CHUNG KU LCU [CLOCK AND DRUM MANSION], TA SHIHTAI 
[GREAT ERA], CHINPU [PROGRESS] and CHE I TAI [THIS GENERATION]. 


For years the Taiwan authorities have repeatedly claimed that they are practicing 
the "three people's principles” in Taiwan and that the masses of the people are 
enjoying full civil rights, namely democracy and freedom. Facts have proved, 
however, that their deeds do not match their words. 


It happened that since they withdrew from the mainland and confined their rule to 
Taiwan. In an attempt to consolidate their unpopular rule, suppress popular will 
and block the passage of information from the mainland, the Kuomintang authorities 
continued to apply and enact "martial law," "publication law" and "measures for 
controlling newsprint, periodicals and books during the martial law period," hence 
the various “press censorships."” Not long ago, the Hong Kong LAI PO monthly pub- 
lished "a dispatch from Taipei" entitled "Taiwan's Press Control.” The article 
said: Placed under various bans, Taiwan Press cannot publish political opinions 
which are "not identical" with the authorities and cannot even publish subjects 
that "the authorities rather resent" or persons or things that "the authorities 

do not like." CHUNG KUO LOU and other periodicals have been "banned from publica- 
tion" for this. 


The article in LI PAO monthly also said: Taiwan publications are not only con- 
trolled by "law" in their freedom of speech. They also have to accept strict "in- 
spection” at any time from the "Kuomintang Central Committee for Cultural Work,” 
‘Bureau of Information under the Executive Yuan," "General Garrison Headquarters" 
and the "Bureau of Investigation," among which the "Jucmintang Central Committee 
for Cultural Work" has the final say. If some newspapers and periodicals do not 
duit their taste in personnel, background or aim, they will meet with obstructions 
of every description as a minor punishment or be banned altogether as a serious 
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punishment, atcer “planning and preparing for a lau, time” “the work prlor to tts 


more than 3 months" and, on the eve of putting the first issue on sale in April this 
year, it ‘was suddenly suspended and banned from distribution by the public security 
authcrities."' This is a very good illustration.

The Taiwan authorities not only put a strict control on publication such as books 
and periodicals, but also exert stricter control on newspapers that are read every 
day and have greater influence. So far as we understand, the Taiwan authorities 
have never given approval to another new newspaper to start publication or issued 

a registration certificate to a new newspaper since 1952. People call this "limi- 
ation of certificates." As a matter of fact, "press censorship" is not limited 

o “limitation of certificates." There are also "limitation of sheets" and "limi- 
ation of printing.'’ What is referred to as "limitation of sheets” is that a news- 


limitation of printing” is that, with the exception of a small number of newspapers 
with special permits, the same newspaper cannot be printed in different places. 
People call the three restrictions stated above the "three bans on a newspaper.” 

In regard to "limitation of sheets," everybody knows that Taiwan's nongovernment 
newspapers have to rely on profit for existence. Advertising is an important source 
of income for a newspaper. Therefore, Taiwan's newspapers generally devote about 
nalf and sometimes over two-thirds of their space to advertising every day. Since 
the newspapers are limited to publishing no more than three sheets a day, it is 
naturally difficult for them to display their distinctive features in order to 
strengthen their competitive capability by balancing the space for advertisements, 
news items and articles that they are instructed to publish. "Limitation of print- 
ing" makes the cost of transportation for some newspapers greater, delays the time 
for delivery to the readers and thus makes these newspapers lose some of their 
competitive capability. Those suffering from this are of course mostly nongovern- 
ment newspapers. 


The "press censorship” practiced by the Taiwan authorities has been censured by 
people from the start. As far back as on 4 March 1955, Cheng She-wo, "a member of 
the LEGISLATIVE YUAN" and veteran figure in the press circles, addressed inquiries 
at the LEGISLATIVE YUAN: "The government encourages the people to increase grain 
production, but why should it restrict by every possible means the increase of 
production in the most important nourishment of the mind?” In his speech on 25 
june this year, another veteran figure in the press circles Ma Hsing-ye also 
criticized the authorities by saying: "To limit the publication of newspapers to 
three sheets by artificial means is rather in violation of the principles of free- 
dom and equality." In addition to giving a special speech on this question at 

the "meeting on national construction" this year, deputy lirector and editor-in- 
chief of LIENHE PAO [UNITED PRESS] Chang Tso-ching also »oublished an article in 
LIANHE PAO entitled "On ‘Limitation of Sheets’ and 'Limication of Printing' for 
newspaper,'’ refuting the various "reasons" for persisting in "press censorship" 

by the Taiwan authorities. 


The important basis for the Taiwan authorities to persist in "press censorship” 
was the need to economize on paper in "wartime" put forward 30 years ago. Regard- 
‘ng this, Chang Tso-ching pointed out in his article: ‘According to statistics 
from the customhouse, annual import of newsprint last year was over 18 million, 

















but import of fruit was over $54 million, which was three times that of newsprint. 
Even the import of foreign cigarettes and wine amounted to over $31 million, 1.72 
times that of newsprint. Since we should practice “wartime” economy, why should 
we not practice economy on fruit, cars and cosmetics but should economize on news- 
print?" The Taiwan authorities obviously had no explanations to offer. According 
to Chang Tso-ching's article, the cause for this self-contradictory phenomenon was 
that the "government" had other inexplicable ‘reasons.’ "As to the content of 
these reasons." Chang Tso-ching avoided talking about them. It seemed he also had 
some inexplicable "reasons" for this. 


fo put it bluntly, the embarrasing topic is an extremely simple one. Judging from 
the various types of “press censorship” in Taiwan, the authorities are afraid that 
it will be difficult to exercise control if there are many newspapers and more 
space. At present, when the people on both sides of the Taiwan Strait are looking 
forward to the peaceful reunification of the motherland, will it not put the 

Taiwan authorities in a passive position if some newspapers should express opinions 
that are not identical which the views of the authorities? In the past 30 yeary 

and more, great changes have taken place in the situations on both sides of the 
taiwan Strait. The development of modern communication technology and the extensive 
flow among the people at home and abroad enable various information to spread far 
and wide in a very short time. The Taiwan authorities, however, still cling to the 
"ways" of the 1950's and practice various types of "press censorship," but the result 
may be just the opposite to what tney wished. The aspirations of the Taiwan people 
to realize peaceful reunification with the Chinese mainland are something that no 
dne can ban. 


"Press censorship" is a traditional policy and means of the Kuomintang. People who 
are getting on in years can still remember now the “press censorship” practiced by 
the Kuomintang on the mainland over 30 years ago. Since "press censorship" could 
not save the Kuomintang’s rule over the mainland, how c2n it prevent 1 billion 
people from looking forward to peaceful reunification of the Chinese mainiand with 
Taiwan? Just as Chang Tso-ching said in his article, faced with the strong demand 
of the Taiwan people for lifting "press censorship” by the authorities, if the 
authorities attempted to "continue to maintain the status quo,” then "the criticism 
and demands from various sectors will also continue to go on."’ However, we hope 
the Taiwan authorities will not stick to their way of doing things and be in a 
passive position to the end, but will be able to discern the historical trends, con~ 
form to the will of the people, lift the "press censorship” as soon as possible and 
then proceed to an exchange of communication with the Chinese mainland.
